College Joining AT&T In Providing Management Course 


Strengthening its more than 10-year involvement with 
AT&T, Northern Essex Community College has entered 
its third semester of successfully providing ‘‘materials 
management” training to efhployees at AT&T’s Merri- 
mack Valley Works in North Andover. More than 150 em- 
ployees are currently enrolled in various NECC- 
conducted courses in materials management, a subject 
area that has experienced a dramatic rise in interest and 
application among manufacturers in recent years. 


Deciding how much raw material to purchase, keep on 
hand and turn into finished product has become a far 
more complicated and challenging task than ever before. 
With higher interest rates, companies now need to con- 
cern themselves with inventory levels and efficiencies and 
their relationship to profitability. Expertise in materials 
management, including the operation of computer sys- 
tems now being brought to manufacturing operations, has 
thus become a sought-after commodity in the world of 
manufacturing. While some small businesses may still do 
it manually, AT&T’s Merrimack Valley Works (MVW), 
which makes telephone transmission equipment, has to 
coordinate via computerized tracking systems the pur- 
chase and utilization of roughly 100,000 different kinds of 
raw materials ranging from chemical powders to printed 
circuit boards. 


Not all employees receiving the training are directly

Appointments for a five-day (142 hours per

the Holy Grail,’’ written by Henry James, will 
be available at the exhibit. 

Miss Dalton also did the cut of Christ Church 
that was used for more than 40 years on the 
masthead of ‘“‘The Prophet” and on the first 
page of “The Antiphone,” the parish commu- 
nication that preceded ‘“‘The Prophet. 

Miss Dalton’s paintings were discovered by 
Edith Cady and Sallie LaBarre in the rafter 
room over the Moses Chapel. In spite of the 
years of neglect, the colors are still vibrant. Al- 
though.today postcards of the panels are avail- 
able, at the time Miss Dalton did the paintings, 
her only source was a small sketchbook of the 
frieze. She worked with the assistance of a mag- 
nifying glass using the medium of oil on wood 
after the style of the early triptychs. Helen Sav- 
age of the Boston Public Library staff stated 
that Miss Dalton may be the only artist who 
painted copies of the frieze.

New Scanner At Hospital 


The Merrimack Valley’s most sophisticated, 
full body, computerized tomography (CT) scan- 
ner, is now operational at Lawrence General 
Hospital and available to patients 24 hours a 
day. 

‘‘As the designated area trauma center, the 
addition of an advanced model full body scanner 
extablishes an essential 24-hour service for trau- 
ma victims brought to Lawrence General Hospi- 
tal,” says Thomas Hennessey, LGH president. 

The CT scanner is a non-invasive diagnostic 
unit that displays information not obtainable 
with other forms of imaging. It produces de- 
tailed, cross-sectional images from several di- 
rections and assembles those images with the 
aid of a computer. Physicians can then view 
thin, individual ‘‘slices”’ of body areas to receive 
valuable information bout the brain, spine, ab- 
domen, etc. 

“The scanner has wide application and will 
produce high resolution examinations of the

To Present Holy Week Programs 


The music department of The Parish of Christ Church, Central Street, Andover, in 
cooperation with the Sesquicentennial Commission, has planned two major, music- 
arts event for Holy Week. Earl Miller, parish music director, will accompany on the 
church’s Hutchings-Laws-Noack pipe organ, the 1927 silent movie religious epic 
‘King of Kings” on Palm Sunday, March 23, at 7 p.m. in the church. Hailed by critics 
as a motion picture masterpiece when it was released, the silent movie feature was 
directed by Cecil B. DeMille and starred H. (Harry) B. Warner (later of Warner 
Brothers) in the role of Jesus. 

Silent movies have a special charm and effect on late 20th century audiences and 
much is left to the imagination. With a subject as powerful as the life of Jesus, the 
lack of the spoken word enhances the viewer’s experience. Being a DeMille produc- 
tion, the movie has its share of extravagant scenery, large casts and “‘thrills and 
excitement.” 

Miller has been accompanying silent movies since he was an undergraduate at the 
University of Montana. While serving as music director for La Petite Ecole in Rock- 


port, he presented a monthly series of silent movies. During his tenure as music 
director for the Epiphany Church, Danville, Virginia, he and movie historian Harry 
Banta presented a lecture-concert series on motion picture and music history. For the 
past year he has been accompanying a monthly silent movie series at Brooks School. 

The Parish Choir and Schola Cantorum of Christ Church will present the great 
choral work by Gabriel Faure, ‘‘Requiem,” on Wednesday, March 26, at 7:30 p.m. in 
the church’s Parish Hall. Considered one of the finest sacred choral works of the 
French Romantic period, ‘‘Requiem’’ was composed in 1887 to honor the death of his 
father. It is a deeply moving piece which has enjoyed a renaissance in the past 
decade. The concert will be accompanied and directed by Miller, with solos by sopra- 
no Terry Morgan and baritone David Currier, both of the choir. As a prelude to 
‘‘Requiem,” the choir will sing Faure’s ‘‘Cantique de Jean Racine,’’ composed in 1873 
and set to the English text, “‘How Lovely is Thy Dwelling Place.”’ 

Both programs are open to the community and are free.

“Olivet to Calvary”’ recalls, simply and reverently, the scenes which mark the last 
few days of the Savior’s life on earth and some of the reflections suggested thereby. 
The rejoicing of the multitude with hosannas and palms, the view of Jerusalem from 


the Olivet, the lament over the lonely walk back over the mount at night are featured 
in the first part of the program. Then there is the Supper at Passover when Jesus 
washes the disciples’ feet and offers a new commandment of love. The scene passes 
to the pathos of the Garden, the sudden appearance of the hostile crowd, Jesus forsa- 
ken by the disciples, His utter loneliness among ruthless foes, the tumult before 
Pilate, the passage of the cross and the tragedy and triumph of Calvary.

ey would be put toward the actual build- 
ing restoration, which is not addressed in 
this year’s warrant. Mahony estimated 
that that restoration could eventually 
cost the town a maximum of $1.1 million. 

The rental article, said Mahony, had 
come as a response to public insistance 
that the Old Town Hall be used as a pub- 
lic building, rather than to house private 
enterprise. “I’ve been operating under 
those constraints,” he explained. Maho- 
ny said that the article allowed the 
selectmen to lease space in the building 
on a long-term basis to such likely ten- 
ants as the post office, AVIS and the His- 
torical Society. It would not prohibit 
rental to private agencies, but such rent- 
al would have to be done on a month-to- 
month basis until it, too, could be 
approved for long-term lease at a Town 
Meeting. 

Considering the money question in the 
board’s later discussion, Michael Hough- 
ton asked fellow board member Paul 
Curley, ‘‘Does $150,000 seem like a gen- 
erous fee for an architect?” 

Curley agreed that it did. 

‘“‘We’re spending $150,000 for plans,”’ 
mused Chairman Bradshaw, ‘‘but I’m 
not quite sure what we’re doing with the 
building.’’ 

Noting that the use of the second floor 
had been designated, Houghton wonder- 
ed aloud whose decision that designation 
had been. Voting agreement, he noted, 
would imply that the Planning Board 
agreed with that use. 

Board member Andrew Girdwood 
asked whether it was appropriate to es- 
tablish another auditorium in town. He 
also questioned whether other problems 
inherent in the restoration might make it 
too expensive for the effort—and wheth- 
er a decision for historical preservation 
at any cost might create a potential for 
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what he later called “spending $1,000,000 
for a $400,000 building”’. 

“T’m up for a study of what it’s going 
to need and what we hope to get out of 
it—the whole thing,” said Bradshaw. 
“I’m willing to vote money to study it, 
but I don’t take this (the proposed arti- 
cle) as a study...I see it as Phase II— 
we're not ready for it.’’ 

Houghton suggested that he would 
“tell Ken (Town Manager Mahony), ‘We 
agree that the building should be rehabil- 
itated, but we can’t agree that the second 
floor use should be a meeting hall.’”’ He 
added that he would ask Mahony how he 
had arrived at the $150,000 figure. 

The board also approached the leasing 
article warily. ‘I’m opposed to it,” said 
Bradshaw. ‘“‘I think it has to be studied.” 

Principal Planner Nancy Jeton re- 
minded the board that the post office is 
being considered as a prime potential 
tenant. The article clears the way for a 
prompt agreement with that agency if 
and when the main office should be 
moved to its proposed Stevens Street lo- 
cation, she said. 

‘T don’t have any problem if they want 
to lease it to the post office,” said 
Bradshaw. But she said she was leery of 
the power granted by the article for leas- 
ing to “other non-profit or governmental 
agencies.”” Also, she added, she had 
heard nothing of potential rental rates. 
“Am I going to be supporting this for the 
rest of my life in Andover?’’ she asked. 

Ultimately, the board agreed to defer 
approval/disapproval until the Town 
Manager or the selectmen could produce 
a definitive plan for the rental and use of 
the Old Town Hall.

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Town Meeting Maintenance 


Subject Of Proposed Study 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Richard Bowen feels that a populace should tend to its 
town meetings in much the same way that a driver main- 
tains his car. To that end, he is asking voters at this year’s 
town meeting to establish, and financially support, a com- 
mittee to tune up the yearly proceedings. 

Bowen’s article, number 67 on the town warrant, directs 
the Town Moderator, the Board of Selectmen and the Fi- 
nance Committee to appoint a total of nine members to a 
Town Meeting Improvement Committee. The committee, 
which would have a “‘life’’ of two annual meetings, would 
search for—and try—methods to help meetings run more 
smoothly, be more comfortable, and better inform their 
participants on the issues at hand. When necessary, they 
would be able to draw on a sum of $10,000 from ‘‘available 
funds” for the financial support of their enterprise. 

The Finance Committee has voted to support article 67. 

At issue in his article is the matter of routine mainte- 
nance, says Bowen.‘‘I would have to ask the question— 
and it is basically a rhetorical one: Is there anyone who 
can say that the town meeting mechanism can not be im- 
proved?”’ 

In the 22 years since he moved to Andover, Bowen, who 
has served as both Town Manager (1964-69) and select- 
man (1976-79), has watched the town meeting process 
grow and change. ‘‘Twenty years ago, pictoral presenta- 
tions to the town meeting were unheard of,”’ he says. ‘‘We 
relied upon descriptions.’”’ Now, says Bowen, there are 
handouts, maps, slides and overhead projections. ‘“‘We 
now get questions answered before they get asked.” 
Which, he adds, is as it should be. 

But Bowen feels that improvements in technology could 
be carried even further. He feels, for example, that video- 
taping might answer even more of the assembly’s ques- 
tions. ‘‘As a lawyer, I’ve seen the use of videotapes to 
bring vivid, live pictures to juries, to show what hap- 
pened,”’ he explains. ‘‘There could be many (Town Meet- 
ing) matters where it would be appropriate. The article 
concerning sidewalks in Ballardvale, for example. Rezon- 
ing issues.”’

‘You fold 
them up and put them under your seat,” he answers. Per- 
haps something as simple as a coat check system, ‘‘trite 
as it might be,”’ he says, ‘‘may have something to do with 
the comfort of the event.”’ 

He also cites the example of towns that hold Saturday 
meetings, with public lunches—combining the social with 
the political. ‘I’m not suggesting necessarily that this is 
something the group should look at,”’ he says, ‘‘but maybe 
is 

Bowen’s article asks for the $10,000 in potential support 
because, he explains, “‘Whatever the committee decides 
should be done, they should be able to do it.”’ 

The point is, concludes Bowen, that anyone who sup- 
ports the system of government we have in Andover 
should be willing to spend some time—and some money— 
to improve it. Concerning the popular attitude toward 
Town Meeting, he says, ‘“‘We have a great tendency to 
measure in bulk—how many people go? How many people 
run for office? How many vote?” 

Perhaps, suggests Bowen, the success of town meeting 
government could better be measured in terms of how 
thoughtful the process is.

Board’s Watershed Protection overlay 
and a request for inclusion of hotels and 
motels in the Industrial G zone. Board 
members will reconsider these issues at 
a meeting to be held immediately before 
Town Meeting on April 7.

Manager Kenneth Mahony. 

Scileppi’s was the opposing vote in the 
final 40 tally. ‘‘The only reason I’m vot- 
ing ‘nay’,”’ he explained, ‘‘is because I’m 
not sure it’s not too restrictive.” 

Concerning the $15,000 item for pur- 
chase of Cable T.V. equipment and serv- 
ices of local technicians (current 
operators are volunteers), which is tied 
to a request for the televising of regular 
meetings of the selectmen and the school 
board, selectman Donn Byrne remarked, 
“For us to spend money for something 
that was supposed to be free, I find it 


hard to justify.” 

It was explained, as it had been at pre- 
vious meetings, that Rollins CableVision, 
the company providing Andover’s serv- 
ice, has fulfilled its contractual 
agreements to train volunteers and to al- 
low free use of their equipment for the 
televising of town events, such as select- 
men’s meetings. The problem was one of 
logistics—which, according to volunteer 
technician Jack Dempsey, includes ap- 
proximately two and one-half hours of 


time per filming to transport the bor- 
rowed equipment to and from its as- 
signed storage places. 

Chairman William Dalton said, ‘I 
would like to hear what the people at 
Town Meeting have to say about this.’’ 

Selectman Charles Wesson considered 
the recent non-participation in elections 
and lack of attendance at public meet- 
ings. ‘‘I think that more public meetings

Day Care Center Again 
Before Zoning Board

The owner of the proposed day care 
center,‘‘Cuddle Care,”’ who received ap- 
proval for a site on North Street, will pe- 
tition the Zoning Board of Appeals for a 
new location on Frontage Road, follow- 
ing a pending court appeal by abbutters 
on Lowell Street to halt the proposed day 
care center on their street. 

Last November, owner Gwen Hedrick 
received approval by the Z.B.A. for a 
special permit to install a day care cen- 
ter at 123 North Street. Hedrick was den- 
ied approval of a special permit by the 
board in June on her petition last April 
for her original site on the corner of Wild 
Rose Drive and Lowell Street. The kin- 
dergarten teacher’s plan was to put her 


business in a fire-ravaged home that for 
ten years stood in ruins at the corner of 
Wild Rose Drive and Lowell Street. It 
was denied without prejudice by the 
board in a June 7 decision that sited traf- 
fic flow and potential unloading and load- 
ing of children at any one time in this 
area. Petitions of over a dozen residents 
of Wild Rose Drive sited added traffic, 
noise and general disruption as objec- 
tions to the proposed day care center. 

A petition with signatures of 54 resi- 
dents of North Street, in opposition of the 
proposed day care center on that street, 
was presented to the board during the 
Nov. 7 public hearing. The petition stated

Town Election Monday Has 
No Contests, Little Interest 


For the first time in the past 16 years 
that Town Clerk Elden R. Salter has 
been in office, there will be no contest for 
elective office when Andover voters go to 
the polls on Monday, March 24. 

“There have been instances of no con- 
test in the Selectman’s race and other 
offices, but this is the first time I have 
seen no candidates across the board for 
all positions.”’ Salter said. 

The town clerk predicts a light turnout 
from the town’s 16,000 registered voters 
but believes it will be a good opportunity 
for voters to adjust to the new voting sys- 
tem. 

This year the stylus puncher will be 
replaced by a data vote puncher. The 
names of the candidates will be directly 
on the ballot and can be inserted into the 
punching unit, which will punch the 
chosen candidate’s name, according to 


the town clerk. 

In the past, voters were supplied with 
ballot pages and would have to match 
their selection to the candidate’s corre- 
sponding number. 


“The new voting system may bring 
people out.” Salter said. ‘‘There will be a 
demonstration at the polls and we will be 
ready to assist anyone who might have 
problems.” 


There will be six candidates seeking 
re-election for town offices on Monday. 

eTown Moderator- James D. Doherty, 
Juniper Road, will be seeking re-election 
for a one-year term. Doherty has held 
office for the past eight years. 

eBoard of Selectmen- Charles Wesson, 
Marwood Drive, and Gerald Silverman, 
Dufton Road, will be seeking re-election 
for the three-year term to the Board of 


Selectmen. Silverman has been a mem- 
ber of the board since 1980 and Wesson 
will be seeking his second term. 


*School Committee- Richard W. Neal, 
Twinbrook Circle, and School Committee 
Chairman Donald Robb, York Street, 
will be seeking re-election to the three- 
year term of office. Neal has been a 
member of the board since 1981. Robb 
was appointed in 1979 to finish out the 
term of Casimer Kolaski. 


*Member of the Andover Housing 
Authority- Ronald Hajj, 22 Enmore St., 
will be seeking re-election for a five-year 
term of office. He was appointed in 1984 
to finish out the unexpired term of Tom 
Eldred. 

Town elections will be held at Dunn 
Gymnasium for the eight precincts, from 
8 a.m. to 8 p.m.

Please Come! 
It’s Your Town! 


The ‘‘Wall Street Journal’’ Friday, March 7, 
1986, feature story, front page center, ‘‘The 
Town Meeting New England Staple, faces tide of 
change.”’ The story, a good one, discusses the 
recent decline of the town meeting as a means of 
governing. It questions whether the town meet- 
ing can survive. It quotes Thomas Jefferson as 
saying that the town meeting was ‘‘the wisest 
invention ever devised by the wit of man for the 
perfect exercise of self government.” It also fol- 
lows with a paragraph stating that ‘‘it could 
soon be a relic!’’ A University of New Hamp- 
shire political scientist is quoted as saying that 
in a lot of places it should have “‘bitten the dust a 
long time ago.”’ This is answered by a Universi- 
ty of Vermont political scientist stating that in 
his opinion, ‘“Town meeting fits a certain view of 
American life, open, honest, up close face to 
face.” 

The article goes on to point out that in some 
cases town meetings have fewer and fewer re- 
sponsibilities. ‘‘Lots of times the meeting is dull 
and tedious.’’ A Maine town selectman points 
out that although ‘“‘town meeting is probably the 
most democratic form of government that man 
ever devised,”’ the problem seems to be that as a 
town grows, the same number of people are 
making the decisions. A professor Bryan of the 
University of Vermont has found that average 
attendance goes down by 2 or 3 percentage 
points as a town’s roll of registered voters grows 
by 100. ‘‘Town meeting is a place people don’t 
come to,’’ states John Bubier, the Town Man- 
ager of Lisbon. 

New Hampshie officials are particularly trou- 
bled that town meeting may not be suited for the 
most important issue that small rural towns 
face today; how to manage growth. ‘Town 
meeting is an outdated form of government,”’ 
says State Rep. Janet Conroy, a former Derry 
Selectman. ‘“‘It’s old fashioned. It has nothing to 
do with the 20th century.” 

Shame on you, Rep. Conroy! I suggest to you 
it isn’t the fault of the process of town meeting 
that is the problem but rather the will and com- 
mitment of the people of the town to attend. Of 
course, as the article points out, a mayor and 
council system government has ‘‘a lot more lib- 
erty to do what has to be done without waiting 
for March to roll around.” But, as Joseph Ford , 
a Selectman from Lee, N.H., points out, ‘‘Select- 
men and Mayors often take positions that clear- 
ly don’t represent the views of the town. A town 
meeting makes town officials more accountable. 
It lets people see their officials in action.”’ 

State Senator William Doule hit it right on the 
head when he said, ‘‘People have given up on 
representative democracy, at least on the na- 
tional level.’’ People have a direct voice at town 
meetings. The person with the least amount of 
money can question the most powerful person in 
town. Lastly, Jerry Danial, a Dartmouth College 
historian now writing a history of New En- 
gland’s small towns, put it all in perspective 
when he is quoted as saying, ‘‘When you look for 
places in American society where the individual 
can make a difference, there aren’t many be- 
sides the town meeting.” 

So, it was a fine article. It said so much. This 
year’s meeting will run for two nights, April 8 
and 9. It’s your town and your choice. What do 
you think?

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Your March 13 story concerning fundraising 
in the Andover Public Schools gave me cause for 
concern. I would like to clarify my reasons for 
appearing before the School Committee. 

Your news article began by stating that 
‘‘Planning Board Chairman Margaret 
Bradshaw” appeared before the School Commit- 
tee. I am currently chairman of the Planning 
Board, but I believe that it was made perfectly 
clear to the School Committee that the Planning 
Board had no role in the discussion. I was speak- 
ing independently in my role as parent of two 
elementary school children. This fact should 
have been clarified in your article. 

My questions concerning fundraising were 
policy oriented. The School Committee has de- 
voted extensive time and energy to achieve 
equalization of facilities and programs in our 
elementary schools. I applaud their efforts and I 
support this policy wholeheartedly. The poten- 
tial scope and price tag of the Bancroft project 
raises some questions which deserve attention. I 
have no doubt that equally creative and even 
more costly projects could be implemented at 
the other elementary schools. All of these pro- 
jects would require private financing. The 
degree of fundraising currently pursued in our 
public schools would certainly have to be in- 
creased. 

Before we set the fundraising committees into 
motion to finance these projects, and before lo- 
cal businesses brace for the onslaught of yet 
more groups of worthy fundraisers, I think we 
need to reexamine our goals for the school sys- 
tem as a whole. We also need to ask ourselves 
how much fundraising is appropriate in a public 
school system and how much competition for 
funds is appropriate among schools within the 
system. 

I trust the School Committee can give all the 
schools some guidance in this matter.

75 Years Ago — March 1911

Quite a serious fire took place last Friday af- 
ternoon, at a house on Corbett Street in Frye 
Village. The cause of the blaze was the careless 
handling of matches by the child of the house- 
hold who was playing in an upstairs room. Be- 
fore the Fire Dept., could be summoned, the fire 
had gained considerable headway and in spite of 
all efforts, the room of the house was badly 
burned. In her endeavors to get the two young- 
est children down the stairs, the mother re- 
ceived several burns. The damage is estimated 
at about $150.

Smith estate, saw several robins on Monday 
morning.

50 Years Ago — March 1936 

Many houses in Shawsheen and Marland vil- 
lages had been vacated this morning as a result 
of the worst flood in the town’s history. Trans- 
portation, communication and lighting facilities 
were crippled. The flood was rising at 10 a.m. on 
North Main Street and by 6:40 p.m. the street 
was closed. It was the second flood this week, 
the other occuring on Saturday. 

The threatened rain became a reality Wednes- 
day afternoon and during the late afternoon and 
evening it came in torrential downpours. Cellars 
became flooded again and the Board of Public 
Works received many calls for assistance. The 
Shawsheen river which had regained placidity 
started rising again. At 3 p.m. Wednesday, the 
water was 18 inches below the Woburn St. 
bridge. Five and a half hours later at 8:30 p.m. it 
had risen 12 and a half inches below the bridge, 
a gain of about an inch an hour. Thursday morn- 
ing at 7:30 it was very high, being about a foot 
below the peak of Saturday. 

Superintendent Charles T. Gilliard stated Sat- 
urday noon that the water was higher in the riv- 
er than it had been since records had been kept 
for the past 55 years. Haverhill Street was under 
18 inches of water at the bridge and Balmoral 
Street also had to be closed to traffic. 

All residents of Shawsheen and everybody 
who works in Lawrence, Haverhill and Lowell 
and North Andover were warned by the Board of 
Health to be innoculated against typhoid imme- 
diately. 

Due to the flood, today’s TOWNSMAN had to 
be printed by hand. News on last night’s events

should be brought into the living room,” 
he said. “If that (the $15,000) is what it 
takes, it’s worth it.” 

The final vote for support was 3-1-0; 
selectman Gerry Silverman opposed ‘“‘a 
portion of it—the financial portion,’’ he 
said. Chairman Dalton abstained. 

Afterward, Jack Dempsey expressed 
his concern that, if the money needed to 
support and facilitate the filming is not 
approved, televising of meetings might 
not be possible. 

“If the people are interested in this 
project,’’ he said, ‘“They should come out 
(to Town Meeting) and tell us.” 

Discussing an article which would ap- 
propriate $90,000 for the construction of 
granite-curbed sidewalks in the heart of 
Ballardvale, selectman Silverman cited 
the dangers the existing street-level 
walks present for children. 

Selectman Wesson said that his only 
reservation with the article was that 
there are other places in town where 
sidewalks are needed, such as the 
stretch of Haverhill Street near the 
YMCA. 

“I’d hate to see a kid get killed up 
there because we waited due to other 
places needing it,’’ said Silverman. 

Wesson dissented in the 4-1 approval 
vote, explaining that he felt there 
“should be a capital plan’’ for sidewalk 
replacement town-wide. 

The vote on appointment of a nine- 
member committee to improve Town 
Meeting was unanimous—but all five 
members voted against the accompany- 
ing provision for a supporting appropria- 
tion of $10,000. Said selectman 
Silverman, ‘‘To study it is fine. But to put 
in the budget $10,000—I don’t think that’s 
necessary.” 

The board decided to defer a vote on 
the Watershed Protection Overlay Dis- 
trict proposed by the Planning Board. Al- 
though Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
said he felt that differences between the 
Planning Board and Robert McQuade of 
the Department of Public Works—which 
had prompted the selectmen to defer 
their vote on the issue until this meet- 
ing—had been largely settled, he re-

¢ a fourth Doyle article which would 
appropriate $2000 for the whole-cloth 
transcription of all selectmen’s meetings 
for the perusal of the general public (dis- 
approved as written because of reserva- 
tions concerning transcription, with an 
attendant agreement that tapes of meet- 
ings will be kept on file for the public 
rather than retaped or destroyed); 

¢ articles sponsored by the Conserva- 
tion Commission authorizing the taking 
of, or the acceptance as gifts of, land for 
conservation purposes (all articles 
approved).

to preventing suicide in 
local police lockups. 

After his youngest 
son, James, killed him- 
self in a Haverhill lock- 
up in 1981, Kiley and 
his wife, Patricia, peti- 
tioned the state of Mas- 
sachusetts to create a 
law making local po- 
lice stations safer. 

Late last year, Gov- 
ernor Dukakis signed a 
bill requiring police 
stations to cover cell 
crossbars, check pris- 
oners every 15 minutes 
and install audio equip- 
ment in each cell. The 

deadline is April 1. 

Kiley said he is most 
proud of the fact that 
through his efforts and 
the publicity surround- 
ing his efforts, Massa- 
chusetts has gone from 
having one of the worst 
suicide lockup records 
to one of the best.

Ed and his cable system want to satisfy their custom- 
ers. He continues to get calls from subseribers who 
want him to add more channels. They say, why don’t 
you drop an unpopular channel so you can replace it 


with a more popular one? 


This seems to make sense to Ed, but he knows that 
even the less popular channels have devoted viewers. 
Who is to decide? The cable business is more compli- 
cated than Ed thought when he put up that antenna in 
1948 in Pastoria, Oregon. 


The federal government was also looking at Ed’s 
problem. They decided to make a rule: Ed must carry 
any broadcast station within a certain distance from his 
cable system. It was a good rule initially. Protection 
was given against possible discrimination by Ed, who 
might choose to eliminate a station which had low 
viewership, but served the public interest by providing 
a unique service. Ed was pleased this complex decision 
was made for him. He did not want to make customers 


mad by dropping channels.

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Selectmen Reconsider, Then 
Delay Overlay Zone Decision

Monday night, after hearing argu- 
ments from town merchants against the 
Planning Board’s proposed Retail Priori- 
ty Overlay District, the Board of Select- 
men stepped back from their March 3 
vote of support and decided to reconsider 
the article at their April 7 pre-Town 
Meeting session. 

Under the article, first-floor use of 
property within the Retail Priority Over- 
lay District, proposed to cover Park and 
Barnard Streets and the Park Street Vil- 
lage Mall, would be limited to retail 
shops, restaurants, and personal or con- 
sumer services, with special permit po- 
tential for use by banking or laundry 
establishments. On March 3, after dis- 
cussing the article with members of the 
Planning Board, the selectmen had voted 
4.9 (Chairman William Dalton abstain- 
ing) to support the zoning issue. 

On Monday, selectman Donn Byrne 
moved to reconsider the board’s pre- 
vious vote, claiming that he had misun- 


derstood what he had been voting for. ‘‘I 
did speak against it,”’ said Byrne of his 
original position. ‘I was under the im- 
pression that it was an insertion vote.” 

The move to reconsider opened the is- 
sue to comments from the audience, 
which included a number of downtown 
merchants and property owners. 

Said Lee Dodd, whose Park Street 
Real Estate agency is beyond the pro- 
posed zone, “‘As a property owner...I 
would hate it if the town government 
would make us put in retail on the first 
floor.” Those who had mortgage pay- 
ments to meet did not want to be limited 
in their selection of potential tenants, she 
reasoned. 

Howard Yezerski of Park Street added 
that he objected to the increased govern- 
mental control inherent in the article. 
“The best government is the least gov- 
ernment,”’ he said. 

Atty. Richard Asoian questioned 
whether the demand for retail space ad- 


dressed by the proposed zone was real, 
or merely reflected calls by parties who 
expressed an interest in retail use, then 
backed off when confronted by rental 
prices. He contended that Andover was 
falling more and more under an excess 
of zoning control. ‘‘This is the first bite of 
the apple,’’ he said, ‘‘and it’s going to 
spread.” 

Selectman Charles Wesson explained 
that the ideas for the overlay had been 
based on a Planning Board survey, con- 
ducted last summer, in which a high rate 
of vacancy had been found in office rent- 
als, as opposed to a low rate in retail 
vacancies. 


Wesson also said that the board’s pre- 
vious vote had come about because ‘‘We 
just heard the good in this article last 
time.” He said that he felt the board 
needed time to absorb the negative as- 
pects as well. 

“T blame us for this,’’ said Asoian, ex- 


plaining that the merchants had not been 
present at the March 3 meeting to voice 
their objections. 

Selectman Donn Byrne said, ‘I feel 
that the Planning Board has overstepped 
itself in this issue.’’ He deplored the reg- 
ulation of first-floor use, saying, “‘The 
next thing you’ll see is that they’ll regu- 
late the color.”’ The Planning Board was 
in danger of becoming ‘“‘real estate over- 
lords,’’ he concluded. 

Selectman John Scileppi said that a 
real issue in the discussion was the se- 
lectmen’s directive to the Planning 
Board to plan. “I think they’ve done a 
good job,” he said, noting that the intent 
of the article was to utilize the area and 
its renovated parking potential as a re- 
tail center. ‘“‘Since we’ve had this input 
tonight, I’d agree to defer until we could 
study the question more thoroughly,” he 
added. 

The vote for reconsideration on April 7 
was unanimous. 


Street Acceptances Stalled 
Until Work Is Completed

Following a public hearing, the Board 
of Selectmen Monday night declined to 
lay out 11 streets named in the warrant 
for consideration as public ways. Board 
members will reconsider the streets, 
which they and Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony feel are not yet ready for town 
acceptance, at their pre-Town Meeting 
session on April 7. 

Streets named in the warrant articles 
were Wedgewood Drive, Governors 
Drive, Montclair Avenue, Penni Lane, 
Golden Oaks Lane, Black Birch Way, 
Ridge Hill Way, Cherrywood Circle, 
Deerfield Way, Winchester Drive and 
Cattle Crossing. By putting off their deci- 
sion, the board is giving developers of 
the roads until the day of Town Meeting 
to prove that they meet the town’s crite- 
ria for public ways, including star.dards 
for design, drainage, grading and fin- 
ishing. 

“If tonight was April 7,”’ said Mahony, 
‘none of these streets would be ready for 


approval.’’ He explained that state ac- 
ceptance regulations give municipalities 
little leverage for pushing a developer to 
finish his roads; they provide no authori- 
ty to levy fines, and no mechanism by 
which to prevent a developer from start- 
ing a new project before he has com- 
pleted a previous one. ‘‘There is a benefit 
to the developer in not doing the work,” 
he said. ‘‘We have to work within the 
framework of the statute.” 

Robert Pokress of Cherrywood Circle 
cited drainage problems caused by 
heavy rains on his street. He maintained 
that the developer had not made an at- 
tempt to correct the problems, which ef- 
fectively put his own property under 
water, in at least a year. 

Jack Carpenter, the developer for 
Deerfield Way, stated that his road was 
ready—but that the asphalt plant from 
which he would be buying his paving 
materials was closed for the winter. 

Mahony acknowledged that Deerfield 


Way did constitute a possible acceptance 
by April 7, as did Cattle Crossing and 
Winchester Drive. He added that Gover- 
nors Drive and MontClair might also be 
considered. Penni Lane, which he said 
had been up for acceptance in the past, 
would probably not be accepted. 

Asked about the town’s position on tak- 
ing over a developer’s bonds and fin- 
ishing work on the streets, Mahony 
indicated that the town did not feel it was 
to its financial advantage to do so. 

It was suggested in the hearing that 
the town could get more leverage over 
developers by requiring them to post a 
maximum bond on streets. 

At the end of the hearing, John Doyle 
scored the selectmen for postponing ac- 
tion on the street issue. He suggested 
that the board comply with more strin- 
gent deadlines; since the issue was 
slated for a vote that night, the streets 
not in compliance by that date should not 
be put on the warrant, he said. 


“I’m not sure that benefits anybody,” 
answered Chairman William Dalton. 

Selectman Gerry Silverman explained 
that, like Carpenter, some developers 
were acting in good faith; they simply 
could not meet the deadline for an April 
Town Meeting because of the constraints 
of the winter season. 

“You mention incentive,” said Doyle. 
“The best incentive to a developer to 
complete his road is to go according to 
the rule.”’ 

To hold to the deadline, countered Sil- 
verman, “makes it prior to November 
first, because that’s when the hot-top 
closes...It’s affected by when you have 
the Town Meeting; we’re giving them till 
Town Meeting to get it done.”’ 


Dalton concluded the hearing by ex- 
plaining to the audience that, unless the 
selectmen laid out the roads in question 
at their April 7 meeting, they would not 
come before Town Meeting.

Forum 
Shortchanged 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

People that make the effort to attend town 
meeting each evening are being shortchanged. 
This has been going on for quite awhile. 

Last year the moderator would not allow a 
couple of Articles to be taken up other than in 
the order placed in the warrent. Reason given 
for the denial was a whopper! A forecast had 
been given to people not present as to the eve- 
ning and time certain Articles would be on the 
floor for action. 

Such an outlandish method of conducting a 
town meeting is little short of repulsive to the 
essence of democracy and its means; civil 
rights. Conducting a town meetng for the benefit 
of those not present is improper and much more. 

It is firmly established that ‘‘he who controls 
the agenda (warrent) controls the meeting.” 
Consequently, the office of selectmen, by setting 
the order in which Articles are to be discussed, 
subverts town meeting into a selectmen’s meet- 
ing. That is worse than improper. 

The office of selectman has no mandate to 
control directly or by cooperation of the modera- 
tor the order in which Articles come up for ac- 
tion. Selectmen are limited to no more than 
placing them in a sequence for public attention. 
Once town meeting begins it has the authority to 
bring up Articles in any order it desires. The 
moderator must neither hinder or encourage 
this privilege of those present and voting. 

Long gone, it is hoped, is the time when civil 
rights at Andover town meetings can be trashed 
in the name of tradition or any other thing. 

Also, it is hoped that those who call trying to 
get a fix on progress at town meeting time will 
realize that such is beyond the duty and goodwill 
of any public official to forecast and still not 
shortchange those present and voting.

rades of the new frontier in America, Nicara- © 


gua,”’ extolling their bravery and sacrifices and 
pledging the support of every Russian in their 
battle against ‘‘the imperialists of the United 
States.”’ 

On the eve of President Reagan’s address to 
the nation to win support for his request to Con- 
gress for financial aid to the anti-communist 
forces (Contras) in Nicaragua, it seems to me 
most fitting and important that the American 
public be told exactly what was broadcast live 
from Radio Moscow lest there by any doubt as to 
how real is the threat to the U.S.A.

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Planners Reject Support For 


Stevens Street Motel Site 


Planning Board members voted unanimously 
last week not to support a private article that 
would open the way for the conversion of a Ste- 
vens Street mill building to a hotel. 

Speaking on behalf of Bert Paley, owner of the 
DASA mill on Stevens Street, Attorney Gerald 
Cohen of 1 Elm Square asked the board to con- 
sider allowing hotel/motel use under the Indus- 
trial G zoning designation by special permit of 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. This was a change 
from the article Paley and Cohen had put in the 
warrant, which had — for the change by 
right rather than by 

Cohen also asked the aa to add language 
limiting hotel/motel use to the conversion of 
existing structures, a stipulation that would bar 
new hotel construction. 

In addition, Cohen suggested a clause allowing 
Multi-Family use in the IG Zone. 

Chairman Margaret Bradshaw admitted that 
the present IG zone, which governs a scattering 
of property parcels throughout Andover, is ‘‘a 
hodge-podge.’’ She suggested that it might be 
time to examine the designation itself and 
change it as part of the town’s Master Plan. ‘I 
would rate this (IG) as close to a free-for-all as 
Andover has,”’ she said, but added that she felt 
that amending it piecemeal, as suggested by Co- 
hen, would simply add to the confusion. 

“We have to take a total look at the whole 
package,’ she said, and added, ‘‘I don’t think 
we need hotels in the IG zone. We don’t need the 
congestion and the traffic.”’ 

Cohen asked her what she herself would use 
Paley’s parcel for. 

Bradshaw considered for a moment. ‘‘Taste- 
ful but moderate rehabilitation for moderate-in- 
come housing,’”’ she answered. She added that, 
even though the zoning designation was not de- 
signed to include such housing, it had come to 
accept it over the years. 

The board voted not to support the article. 

The board also voted unanimously not to sup- 
port three private articles that would rezone

-In his presentation, Casey indicated that 


one of the proposed River Road/Old Riv- 
er Road subdivision’s three parcels—a 
lot comprising 6.7 acres—was being con- 
sidered for a motel by Marriott. The po- 
tential usage of the other two parcels has 
not yet been determined. 

Campanelli project manager Bert Wil- 
cox characterized his company’s 
agreement with the Marriott Courtyard 
division as ‘‘under negotiation’’. He indi- 
cated that the construction timetable for 
the building itself will depend upon a spe- 
cial permit from the Zoning Board of Ap-
